Pope John was drafted in No­ 
vember, 1901 and served as a 
non-commissioned officer in the 
medical corps. 


The man who later wrote en­ 
cyclicals hailed by the working 
classes and who did more to 
ease tension between the Vati­ 
can and Communist world than 
any other church figure of this 
century wrote this way about a 
May 
Day 
demonstration 
in 
1903: 


“The workingmen, but with 
out religion and without God, 
the poor, exploited by the dem­ 
agogues. the unconscious crowd

Utopian ideals which.

Goldman said he did not plan 
to bring civil actions against his 
accusers and said they were 
“ more to be pitied than scorn­ 
ed.” 
He said he was very proud of 
the way his wife had stood by 
hun during the trial. 
“ The reason we won was be­ 
cause of that woman,” he said. 
Goldman is the father of two 
Children and a native of Vernon, 
Conn. He graduated from the 
N o r t h w e s t e r n School of 
Medicine.
